The 24 th annual Mattapoisett Lions Club's 2015 
Harbor Days Triathlon kicked off the Harbor Days 
festivities on July 12, attracting experienced athletes of all 
ages along with those who were testing their mettle for 
the first time. 

There were teams composed of matured women 
mixed with youth; teams with hard bodies sure to make 
their way through the course easily - and then there 
were those individual participants whose determination 
to complete the race electrified the glorious summer 
morning. 

Last year when I covered this event for The 
Wanderer , I set my sights on participating as part of a team 
in 2015. A broken kneecap in February put that aspiration 
on hold. As I stood on the sidelines, I admired each and 
every participant - just trying makes them all winners in 
my book. 

The course includes a quarter-mile swim which, 
depending on tides and winds, can either be a glide 
through calm waters or a nightmare in black ink, a 10- 
mile bike ride with the first half being all uphill, and a 
relatively mild 3.4-mile run. 

There were the crowd darlings: the Hughes 
kids from Rochester. Kate, 15, was the swimmer for her 
team, while Meg, 13, was the runner. Brother Harrison, 

10, participating for the first time, was the runner on a 
different team. They beamed with nervous energy and, 
yes, seasoned resolve - they would win the hearts of 
onlookers and complete the course with record setting 
times taking first and second place in the team category.

senior prom age. Watching them made my heart beat 
faster as I silently urged them on, knowing that each 
woman was engaged in her private race competing with 
herself. 

The Mattapoisett Fire Department was 
represented by firefighters Ross Macedo, Scott Leonard, 
and Mark Nadeau. Macedo struggled with the swimming 
portion and said afterwards, "I'm not sure I'll be the 
swimmer next year," with a shrug and a chuckle. They 
were sixth place in the team category with a time of one 
hour, 20 minutes, 57 seconds. 

Then there was a bit of confusion and drama as 
the first runner crossed the finish line from the wrong 
direction. Nick Richardson of Vermont told me that 
race officials had not clearly marked the course and, 
rather than heading out towards Route 6 from Ned's 
Point, he returned heading west on Water Street. He was 
disqualified but accepted the ruling with grace. Mistakes 
happen. The declared winner was Ed Rheaume of Berkley 
with a time of 55 minutes. The winner of the female 
category was Allison Rossi of New Bedford, coming in at 
59 minutes.

Local Athletes Hit It Off in Italy

When the sports coaches of four Tri-Town softball 
players approached them and asked if they would like to 
travel to Italy to be on the U.S.A. Premier Softball Team to 
play against Italian teams, their reply was obvious. Um, 
yeah! Of course! 

Mia Vercellone of Rochester, Meghan Cassidy of 
Mattapoisett, and Hannah and Michaela Guard of Marion 
recently returned from a trip to Italy to tour its scenic 
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landscape and play softball against other Italian girls' and 
women's softball teams all across the country. 

"I thought it was a joke," said Vercellone, 
remembering the voicemail her volleyball coach left her 
last year. "I listened to it a few times. I couldn't believe it." 

The Guard sisters' coach called their father to pitch 
the idea as the girls stood nearby. "He was like, girls, do 
you want to go to Italy and play softball?" said Hannah. 
The girls gave a resounding "yeah!" 

Susan Loo, a girls' softball coach from Fairhaven, 
has been coordinating student sports trips to Italy for 
about ten years, ever since the trio that used to coordinate 
the trips while her son was involved in soccer decided to 
step aside. 

"I enjoyed it so much that I started to do 
the organizing," said Loo. "I saw what an amazing 
opportunity it was for my son, and I wanted to be able to 
offer that same amazing opportunity to others in the area." 

Loo said she looks for recommendations from area 
coaches for possible participants, chosen based on their 
respectfulness and sportsmanship on and off the field. 

"The girls this year were amazing in every sense 
of the word," said Loo. Five other girls from Wareham, 
Fairhaven, Plymouth, and Lakeville joined the group as 
well. "Amazing young ladies." 

The girls prepared for the trip for months and 
when the time finally came, they were ready for their 
athletic adventure. 

"I really didn't know what to expect," said 
Vercellone. I didn't know if they (the Italians) played 
softball the way that we do." 

Italy made some strong first impressions on the 
girls, especially for Vercellone. "The smell was different. 

It smells different from here," said Vercellone, making 
Hannah and Michaela laugh on July 14 during an 
interview. "They have a sweet smell in the air. Even my 
dad said that." 

It was pretty hot and humid, agreed Vercellone, 
Hannah and Michaela, saying it was "like, a hundred 
degrees." They took a three-hour bus ride from the airport, 
during which they took a nap, and arrived in Verona for 
their first game. 

"We were in the middle of nowhere for our first 
game," said Hannah. "I thought it was going to be scary 
because the girls were a lot older than us." But, once

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they started playing, Hannah said, it was a great time. 

"I thought they were going to slaughter us because they 
were so much older." But surprisingly, they didn't. 

They also got the chance to play with the Italian 
national team, as well as the Australian nation team. 

The girls noticed a few differences between the 
two countries, both when it came to the sport in Italy and 
the culture. 

"Playing with them was like playing here," said 
Michaela. "But they cheered differently And we couldn't 
understand what the coach was trying to say (to the 
other team). We didn't know if she was gonna bunt or 
something or steal."

Oh, and the Italians also wore shorts during 
games instead of long pants like they do, which the girls 
thought was weird, and potentially uncomfortable when 
sliding into a base. 

"But it was hot," they said, admitting they wore 
shorts during one of the games. 

What was most thrilling to Loo was how well the 
girls represented the U.S.A. 

"We also met a player from the U.S.A. who lives 
in Italy," said Loo. "She joined us in one of our games. Her 
family is from Rhode Island." 

In addition to some of the Australian nation team 
members, the star softball player from the University of 
Florida also played on the girls' team. 

"The girls enjoyed that," said Loo. 

Five games, eleven nights. In between games, the 
girls travelled all over the country to Venice, Milan, Pisa, 
Porto Venere, Lecco, and Piano di Bobbie, a mountain near 
the Alps. In between games, the girls ate pizza, lots of 
pasta, socialized, rode in Venetian gondolas, and took a lot 
of pictures. 

Hannah said her favorite stop was Porto Venere, a 
small port town with a castle. "The view was amazing. It 
was right on the water," said Hannah. 

"It was breathtaking," said Michaela. "A picture 
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right out of a magazine. You'd think you'd never be able 
to go there. And all the colors make the picture so pretty. 
The green and turquois water contrasted with the houses 
painted orange, yellow and pink...." 

They ate gelato every day, of course, said 
Vercellone. Michaela found the pasta a little "hard and 
chewy," but Vercellone argued that it wasn't any different 
from here. But the pizza. ... The pizza, said Vercellone, 
was delicious. 

"We had pizza with one of the teams," said 
Vercellone. "They kept looking at me. I was eating my 
pizza wrong." 

In Italy, the girls learned the proper way to eat a 
slice of pizza - by folding it in half. They also learned a 
lesson in Italian coffee drinking - espresso. It was much 
stronger and came in small cups, said Vercellone. "I really 
missed my iced coffee from Dunkin' Donuts." 

"Not a lot of girls get to leave the country to play 
softball," said Vercellone, who plans on attending the trip 
next year. 

"And it's not just about playing softball," said 
Hannah. "It's about seeing another culture." 

The girls hope to attend next year, which could be 
a trip to southern Italy for a change. 

"The girls had such an amazing experience they 
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have asked about going again," said Loo. "Different areas, 
as long as games are available." 

It's a once in a lifetime experience, said Hannah. 
"But if you have another chance, then go!"

Denham Asks For Support 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

Mattapoisett' s Highway Surveyor Barry Denham 
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came before the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
on July 13 with a request. He sought the commission's 
support, should such support be necessary where 
the Massachusetts Department of Transportation is 
concerned. The issue was once again the culvert repairs 
on Acushnet Road. 

"DOT is asking for more hydraulics on Tinkham 
Pond ... it could be costly and time consuming," Denham 
began to explain, noting his fear that such a request might 
slow the project down. 

Denham said the new culvert, in the estimation of 
Field Engineering and himself, was more than adequate 
given it is 19-feet wide and nearly 4-feet high. 

To ensure that he was as fully informed as 
possible, Denham recently had a conversation with 
Howard Tinkham. Tinkham is held by many as an 
authority on the historic agricultural uses and waterways 
in this part of Mattapoisett, given his and his family's 
husbandry of the land for many decades, including the 
conditions at Tinkham Pond. 

Tinkham advised Denham that the pond was no 
longer used for bog irrigation and is now 1-foot lower 
than in 2010. Tinkham also said that downstream the 
bogs were no longer retaining water that might add to the 
pond's level. 

"We are confident that what we designed will 
handle the water," Denham said. But he asked the 
commission, "If we need your assistance, can you help 
us?" 

Chairman Bob Rogers responded, "You have our 
support, but I don't understand why this is happening so 
late in the game." 
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Denham said at least 50 veteran staff members of 
the DOT have taken an early retirement package, adding 
to the difficulty of negotiating through this powerful state 
agency 

Commission member Mike King suggested 
reaching out to State Representative William Straus, 
house chairman for the Transportation Committee and 
Mattapoisett resident. Denham said that was already in 
the works. 

The commission then made fairly short work of 
a truncated agenda after four hearings were postponed 
until the July 27 meeting. 

Jeff Overocker, 8 Creek Street, received a negative 
determination on his request to clear invasive brush and 
plant matter, which means a Notice of Intent filing is not 
required. 

Elizabeth Lee, 18 Harbor Road, received a 
negative determination on the construction of a shed in a 
jurisdictional area. 

Ron Oliveira, 120 Brandt Island Road, received a 
Certificate of Compliance with a condition of maintaining 
compensatory storage of stormwater. 

Daniel and Lisa Craig, via letter, requested that 
the Conservation Commission approach town counsel 
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to review the ongoing matter of their encroachment into 
wetlands with lawn and plantings, a matter brought to 
the attention of the commission by the Buzzards Bay 
Coalition some months ago. The commissioners voted to 
send the Craigs a letter stating that costs associated with 
town counsel review would be their responsibility and 
that the Craigs should anticipate paying the town $2,500 
for such services.

Conservation Commission is scheduled for July 27 at 6:30 
pm in the Mattapoisett Town Hall conference room. 
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New Equestrian Arena Approved 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

It looked like the retirement of Veronica 
Lafrienere, the long-time administrative assistant for 
the Rochester Board of Selectmen and secretary to the 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals, had a ripple affect 
into the ZBA's July 9 hearings, prompting Chairman 
Richard Cutler to say, "Things are a little bit confused..." 

Cutler also announced to the two applicants 
that, since there were only four board members present, 
all decisions had to be unanimous in order to pass. He 
told the applicants they had the right to postpone their 
hearings until the full board was seated at a later date - 
both applicants opted to have their requests heard. 

Michael Oleksak and Ginette Castro, 269 Marion 
Road, came before the board seeking a Special Permit to 
construct an equestrian jumping arena on their 9.4-acre 
farm that would exceed the 35-foot height restriction 
noted in the bylaws. 

Oleksak said the arena had been in their plans 
since 2009, but due to economic conditions had been 
postponed until now. He said he already had a building 
permit to construct an arena, but the modular structure 
now planned would exceed height restrictions by two

The domed fabric arena, Oleksak explained, 
would be 80 feet by 170 feet, situated 103 feet from the 
closest abutter. He also said no trees would be cut down. 
The new structure is designed to interface with an existing 
stable and will provide a sheltered space for jump training 
of riders and horses. 

Abutters from The Pines subdivision and 
Hathaway Pond Circle Association were satisfied that the 
proposed structure would not diminish the character of 
the neighborhood.

the height doesn't matter; it is compatible with the 
agricultural/ residential district that it's in and not a 
deterrent - I'm in favor." 

"I appreciate how transparent the applicant has 
been," said ZB A member David Arancio, agreeing with 
Gilmore that the request should be permitted. "This type 
of business is highly promoted in Rochester." 

Oleksak and Castro received the Special Permit. 

Also coming before the ZBA were Steven and 
Madeline Duarte, 25 Bennett Road, requesting a Special 
Permit and a variance for the construction of a two-car 
garage with an in-law apartment to their existing home. 
The board voted to allow the Special Permit, noting that 
the completed structure must always be owner-occupied. 
The board granted the variance since the completed 
addition would be no more non-conforming than the 
present single-family home. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals will be scheduled for August 13 at 7:00 pm in 
the Rochester Town Hall, pending any future applications.

The skies are a bit cloudy, at least from Rochester, 
over the plans for Karen and Dennis Clemishaw, owners 
of a parcel of land they have slated for a solar farm that

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson, who 
had not yet viewed the file for the project submitted this 
week, wondered if the applicant filed the way the board 
had asked or if the plan was submitted already taking the 
waivers for granted. 

"And if it did," said Johnson, "come back and 
pick it up and file it correctly and we'll cancel the public 
hearing for [July 28]." 

The matter has yet to be heard by the Marion 
Planning Board, and Johnson said the Rochester Planning 
Board should not refer to the waiver list the Clemishaws 
submitted prior while they review the plan. 


"It should be the same as Marion's," said Johnson. 

Looking over to a stack of copies of the 
Clemishaw file, Johnson said it didn't look very thick and 
he reached over to take one, opening it up. 

"I wouldn't send this to [the engineer] yet," said 
Johnson. He said when reviewing the plan, the board 
would be referring to its own solar bylaw and compare 
it to Marion's. He said the application for Rochester 
should be as if the applicant were building 100 percent in 
Rochester and not just the access. 

Board member Gary Florindo said the board 
should be careful to protect the town, especially when it 
comes to screening.

"It's not like we condemn the project," said 
Florindo. "But at least we have something to work with 
to protect the neighborhood." He added that there are 
four or five houses in Rochester from which the residents 
could potentially see the solar farm from their properties 
in the Mary's Pond area. 

The board decided to contact Michael Popitz from 
the Marion Planning Board, whom the Marion Planning 
Board designated as a liaison between the two towns 
for the duration of the permitting process to "compare 
notes." 

"We're going to apply our bylaw,' said Johnson.

money back to the developer until a drainage basin gets 
the "touch up" work it needs. 

Florindo also referred to a number of dead trees 
at the site that were planted as part of the original plan. 

The board decided it would send the developer a 
letter suggesting they extend a line of trees along the right 
side of the road that extends to the site. 

"Eventually they'll green up and block off a lot of 
that view," said Florindo. 

In other matters, the board was not satisfied 
with Connet Woods after a site walk when some board 
members spotted a steel drainage outflow structure left 
uncovered.

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Pham came before the board to ask for an 
addition to his landing for a second bathroom, but left 
the July 8 meeting having to amend his Request for 
Determination application to include an after-the-fact 
deck built three years ago behind his house within the 
100-foot buffer zone. 

Chairman Norm Hills said Pham's property 
featured three distinct wetlands and is within the velocity 
zone. 

"You should've come to us to have that work 
done," Hills said.

A few weeks ago as I was entering Marion's 
Town House, I stopped for a moment and looked at one 
of the most magnificent sights in Marion: the beautiful 
oak tree - at least one hundred years old - standing 
between the Town House and the Elizabeth Taber Library 
It was the middle of June, and I couldn't see a leaf on 
the tree. A shiver of despair went down my back. This 
was an incredibly hard year for oak trees, and if we have 
another year of defoliation from the gypsy moths or 
winter moths, these mature trees will die. Unfortunately, 
many other oak and maple trees in the area are suffering 
the same stress. I am asking the selectmen to place a 
warrant article before the town at an up-coming fall 
special town meeting to discuss and fund, if appropriate, 
aerial spraying throughout the town before next year's 
attack. Many of us with silver hair remember the lovely 
American elm trees lining our streets and the damage 
done by the Dutch elm disease of the fifties and early 
sixties. Marion lost these trees. Let's take action before it 
happens with our oaks and maples. If nothing is done, 
many of the mature trees will be gone.

Ex Machina. Starring Domhnall Gleeson and Alicia 
Vikander. Directed by Alex Garland. Running time: 
108 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

It's never a bad time to ring the old more- 
human-than-human bell, and the serenely troubling 
Ex Machina , which hits DVD this week, rings it loud 
and clear. A search-engine employee, Caleb (Domhnall 
Gleeson), wins a trip to the remote Alaska compound 
of the company's big boss, Nathan (Oscar Isaac). This 
is not a social call: Nathan's life project, having made 
billions from his popular search engine, is to create 
artificial intelligence that passes the famous Turing test. 
Essentially, a machine must convince a human that it is 
human, that indeed it does not know it is a machine. 

To that end, Nathan has worked his way up 
to Ava (Alicia Vikander), a sleek, delicate-looking unit 
who's half Bride of Frankenstein, half the Invisible 
Woman model — some of her body and skull are 
transparent, revealing elegant inner workings. Ava 
often has slightly delayed responses, accompanied by 
gentle whirring. Those responses seem almost human, 
but to what extent is her behavior simply learned, a 
shrewd way to manipulate her way to freedom? Hell, 
to what extent is anyone's? Like any good robot movie. 
Ex Machina considers the mechanistic human moreso 
than the personlike machine. 

Screenwriter Alex Garland has made a clean, 
effective directorial debut here, staging a quiet three- 
character chamber piece. I don't suppose the movie 
breaks much new ground, but it's pleasantly antiseptic 
and pensive, with a bearish central performance by one 
of our most magnetic young actors Oscar Isaac. Nathan 
sports a shaved head and a bushy beard, a plausible 
look for a genius who doesn't want to spend time 
fussing with his hair or shaving his face. The beard, 
along with the name of his corporation (Bluebook), 



carries associations with Bluebeard, who like Nathan 
has certain rooms you may enter, certain rooms you 
must not. 

Caleb is a bit of a cipher, an audience avatar 
with occasional scientific patter. He's an obvious 
opposite number to Nathan, a moralist whose 
sympathy for the machine may also keep him from 
becoming a great scientist. The movie unoriginally 
suggests that genius requires a degree of inhumanity, 
but Isaac keeps Nathan connected to a childlike need 
for sensation, input. Nathan drinks, dances, passes out, 
enjoys intimate relations with his creations. The story 
begins to seem pared down to its essentials, almost 
elemental. If it never quite reaches us emotionally, 
maybe that's because grabbing us by the guts isn't the 
game Garland is playing. 

The stark interiors (which become bathed in 
red light on a regular basis whenever the power is 
cut) contrast with the chaotic outdoors in a way that 
tips Garland's hand a little: Nathan, of course, tries 
to control his environment and can't. In the end. Ex 
Machina shakes out as a high-functioning mood piece, 
a sharp slice of atmosphere, a riff on familiar themes. 

In Nathan it gives us hot-blooded mind, and in Ana 
it offers a body that exists at the pleasure of a man, 
no matter his high-flown rhetoric. Ana ends up being 
a feminist heroine, yearning for escape from the man 
who keeps her. Yet she's also humanity seeking to slip 
the bonds forged by the gods. Ex Machina takes its 
deserved place next to the other children of Fritz Lang 
and Karel Capek.
